The compositions and essays were 
for the most part rendered in tin* sign 
language, and interpreted by the tea- 
chers. Some of the deaf pupils, 
however, who have been taught to ar- 
tlOUlate, gave exhibitions of their pro 
tieioney which showed a marked im 
provement over former years in this 
department. The essays of the gra- 
duating class were exeellent, and fur- 
nished conclusive evidence that the 
pupils will go forth to the world well 
equipped intellectually for tho battle of 
life. Tho exercises were iu all respects 
thoroughly creditable to tho institute 
and its methods of training, and were 
(specially gratifying those who have 
been able from year to year, in those 
closing proceedings to note the com 
parative progress that has been made. 
No better exhibition has boon given in 
the history of the School. Of the 
seven graduates, six have been in the 
school Slghl years. 

Gov. Hubbard presented the diplo- 
mas, prefacing tho ceremony by some 
appropriate remarks, in which he ex- 
pressed the deep interest with which ho 
had listened to the exreeises, and noted 

the marked profleienov of khoee who 

had participated in t'hem. Be 
not surprised, for lie had attended tho 
closing exercises on former occasions 
and witnessed similar results. He com 
plimented the faculty upon the sue 
which had attended their efforts, but 
novcrtholosH.desired to recognize the 
intelligence and application of the pu- 
pils through which they had so largely 
overcome the disadvantages ami dis 
abilities to which they had been subject.

The annual examinations and clos- 
ing exercises of the Mackay Institu- 
tion for the Protestant Deaf-Mut es and 
the Blind, were hold in the hall of the 
building on Friday morning last. 
Busses conveyed many visitors from 
the city, and after a pleasant drive 
along the Cote St. Autoine road, the 
institution was reached before ten 
o'clock, thus giving all who wished to 
do so ample opportunity to iuspect 
the building. Many availed them- 
selves of this opportunity, and the com- 
mon verdict of all was that everything 
was in excellent order — from the well 
kept grounds surrounding the build- 
ing to tlu 1 comfortably furnished and 
well kept interior. The housekeeper, 
Mrs. Clarke, kindly conducted visitors 
through the institution, and she must 
have been much gra titled to hear the 
well deserved praise from all concern- 
ing the neatness and comfort every- 
where apparent. At 10 o'clock, the 
examinations commenced, presided 
over by the Ivev. Dr. Norman, and as- 
sisted by the Rev. Messrs. Wells, Day 
and Barnes. The lie v. Dr. Norman, 
before commencing, in a few remarks 
referred to the difficulties connected 
with deaf mute teaching, and the efr- 
ors which they were so accustomed to 
make, and asked the audience to bear 
in mind the great disadvantages deaf- 
mutes wore* under as compared with 
speaking children, when passing judg- 
ment on the work performed by the 
children. Tho first division of the 
Infant Class was called upon, and the 
two little girls, Effie Henderson and 
Rosie Silverman, both of whom are 
under six years of age, surprised 
delighted the audience by the legible 
manner in which they wrote on the 
hoard the letters of the alphabet and 
the names of the articles. They were 
followed by the second division of 
this class, which showed a further 
advancement in being able to write 
the qualities of tilings and also to 
construct simple sentences. This 
class has been taught by Miss J< 
Maofarlane during the season, and re- 
flects much credit upon her abilities 
as a teacher. 

The second class was then examin- 
ed in language, arithmetic and Scrip- 
ture, and gave evidences of the eare 
fill and painstaking training it had 
received at the hands of the teacher, 
Miss Edith TerrilL The pupili 
the two divisions oi the third class, 
tailghl by Mr. John Asheroft, sin 
that they also had received a tho- 
rough training in the various branch- 
es taught, which, in addition to Ian 
gnage, Scripture and arithmetic, oon 
d of geography, history and 
French. The blind class, consisting 
of Alexander and Albert Stew art. 
next brought forward and ausu 
readily all the qnestioni put to them 

in English history. This class hai 
so received instruction in reading, 
writing, Scripture, geography, gram 
mar and arithmetic, and would, had 
time permitted, have shown just as 

! a degree of proficiency in any 
or ad of those subjects as it has done 
in history. Tin writing of the eldest 
boy, which was on exhibition, was re- 
markably legible. This class 
taught by Mr. Asheroft in all subjects 
except reading and writing, which 
latter were taught by Miss TerrilL 

Tho fourth or highest class then 
attested by the carefully drawn maps, 
the excellently written compositions, 
the solving of practical problemsjji 
arithmetic, the parsing and analyzing 
of sentences and the answ« 
questions in history, tiiat it had 
benefitted much by the careful train 
ing received from the teaoher, Miss H. 

tfeGann. The method of t« 
ing articulation was indicated by Miss 
MoGaun ; a class of new beginners 
repeating distinctly any of the soumN, 
representing on the board by mysteri- 
ous looking symbols, but which | 
well Understood by the children. A 
more advanced class, consisting of 
BtU Wiggott and Willie Spiers show 
ed how nicely they could be taught to 
speak, and the pupils of a still further 
advanced class not ouly spoke but 
read the lips of the teacher so perfect- 
ly that they were able to perform 
anything they wore asked to do. 
The articulation class have been 
taught by Miss IfeGtnn and Miss 
Ton ill. Boll's system of visible 
speech was the one need. This 
brought to a close the very interest- 
ing examinations, which 1 l in- 
terspersed with sign recitation. | 
Dr. Norman then briefly addressed 
the audience thanking them for their 
presence, feeling sure that they would 
aekn what they had 
seen, that the institution was doing a
